Mr. Ken Vivian's barns 
and parking lot in Shannonville 
must house one of the largest 
collections of antique cars in 
Ontario. Mr, Vivian first 
started trading old cars in 1957 
and at present he has 75 cars 
that are restorable and another 
75 in the "graveyard" that he 
uses for parts. 

As he slides back the barn 
doors Mr. Vivian proudly dis- 
plays row upon row of beautiful 
old machines receding into the 
dim interior. There are 25 
cars parked in one barn alone, 
some bearing familiar names - 
Ford, Chevrolet, Studebaker - 
others carrying inscriptions that 
already belong to the past, 
names such as Hupmobile, Ov- 
erland, Reo, Durant, Whippet, 
Erskine (made by Studebaker) 
and Willys-Knight, a product 
of Overland. Some of the 
machines are fully restored with 
shining chrome, gleaming paint 
and soft leather upholstery, 
others are shrouded in dust and 
cleorly bear the marks of age. 
A few show dents in their body 
work, a legacy of the winter 
of 1970-71, when heavy ice 
and snow caused the roof of

Abnormally low blood- 
sugar levels, induced by miss- 
ed meals, may be a direct 
cause of accidents. 

This is the view of Miss 
M.S. Christian, Head of the 
Accident and Emergency De- 
partment at Wexham Park Hos- | 
pital, Slough, England. In 
accident studies she found that 
several truck drivers who cra- 
shed for no apparent reason 
had extremely low blood-sugar | 
levels. 

In three cases, the drivers | 
were either confused, faint or 
ill but each recovered after a | 
shot of intravenous glucose and| 
a meal. None of them was 
diabetic and all were young 
and healthy. The common fa- 
ctor was that each driver had 
at least 12 hours" starvation. 

This new danger was dis- 
covered by Miss Christian du- 
ring a survey she is undertaking 
of the "unknown factors" in 
road accidents. 

The survey, which will 
also look into the effects of 
such factors as tranquilizers 
and diabetes, includes a ques- 
tion to establish the relation- 
ship between the time of the 
accident and the last meal. 

Symptoms associated with 
low blood-sugar are weakness, 
drowsiness, dizziness, mental 
confusion, double vision, agg- 
ression and other abnormal be- 
haviour. Because symptoms 
can show at levels not much 
lower than those after the nor- 
mal 12 hour overnight fast, 
anyone undertaking a long jou- 
rney should not skip a meal. 

Truck drivers who make 
early starts without breakfasts 
are obviously at risk but so may 
be people on slimming diets. 
Just how widespread the problem 
is, is not known but clearly 
should be a matter of concern.

Conservation Officer S. J. Myers stopped at the 
Scanner Office on his way to Belleville where he 


was to give a talk to students on Monday. 


Deputy Chief Ranger Jack 
Stewart had o warm welcome for 
the Scanner reporter on Friday, 
and took time out from his busy 
schedule to explain fully the 
gctivities of the Ministry of Na- | 
tural Resources (the old Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests) in 
connection with the game laws | 
which govern all hunting act- 
ivities. Mr. Stewart stressed 
that ony enquiries were always 
welcomed by the Naponee staff 
because it is only with the co- | 
operation of the public that the 
conservation officers can do 
their jobs properly. 

The Quinte area comes wi- 


thin the jurisdiction of the Na- 
panee Division of the Tweed 
Administrative District. The 
Napanee staff include:- Chief 
Ranger = Everett Ferguson, 
Deputy Chief Ranger = Jack 
Stewart and five conservation 
officers. Staff for Lake Ontario 
Fish Management also operate 
out of the new Napanee office. 
The map shows the area covered 
by each conservation officer, 
most of their duties are carried 
out within their own territory, 
although they do occasionally 
operate in other territories, es- 
pecially in answer to emergency 
calls. During busy seasons, es- 
pecially during the fish spawning 
runs and the fal! migratory bird 


hunting season the conservation 
officers are supported in their 
work by the OPP and RCMP. 
Most members of the public 
think only of enforcement of 
game laws in connection with 
conservation officers, but Mr. 
Stewart emphasized that is only 
part of their job. Their powers 
with regard to enforcement of 
the two Federal and one prov- 
incial game laws are very great. 
A conservation officer has the 
right to arrest any offender, 
search a suspected offender, his 
cor, or his property, and to 
seize all hunting equipment, in- 
cluding boats and cars. He can 
do all this without a warrant, 
although in the case of searching 
property they usually do have a 


| they may open them for hunting,

worrant. Also they seldom make 
arrests, the customary procedure 
is to lay a charge and the off- 
ender then has to appeal in court. 
Mr. Stewart said that the only 
law breakers who are arrested are 
the ones who are a danger to the 
public, such as a drunken man, 
illegally hunting. Since the 
territory that each officer has to 
check is so large, they have to 
do spot checks in an attempt to 
ensure that hunters are not viol- 
ating the law. 

At this time of the year the 
conservation officers are busy 
watching for pre-season hunting - 
shooting ducks before the season | 
starts, They also check the bai- 
ting of ponds. Regulations state 
that all bait must be gone by 
September 16th otherwise the 
areas are posted "no hunting" 
within one quarter of a mile of 
the bait. The officers examine 
such areas again seven days 
later and if all the bait has gone | 


otherwise they remain closed all 
season. Most of the baiting 
is checked by aerial survey. 

If one only considers the 
law enforcement activities of 
the conservation officers, it 
certainly appears that their sole 
aim is to prevent hunters from

Plans for 
Deseronto 
Water Plant 


Deseronto has 5 plans for a 
water filtration system to choose 
from. The installation of such a 
system is eligible for a 50% sub- 
sidy from the government, pro- 
vided that it is not municipally 
owned. The original plan, dev- 
eloped by the Ontario Ministry 
of the Environment, covers the 
filtration plant only, the water 
would be pumped through the 
existing mains, which are badly 
in need of repair. It is, howeve 
the least expensive plan for 
the town. The four alternatives 
outlined at the council meeting 
by Peter Anderson, a repres~ 
entative of Greer, Galloway 
and Associates engineering firm 
are all considerably more ex- 
pensive for the town, since the 
plant would then be owned by 
the municipality and not elig- 
ible for the 50% subsidy. The 
Councillors are to discuss the 
proposals on September 12th, 
their conclusions will be made 
available at the Sept. 18th 
council meeting. Mayor James 
Sharpe said that the scheme 
did not have enough financial 
aid from the Provincial govern-

Good Duck 
Hunting 
Year 


Mr. Jack Stewart, Deputy 
Chief Ranger of the Napanee 
Division of the Ministry of No- 
tural Resources, reports that 
the duck hunting should be good 
in the Quinte area this year. 
The inventories taken by offic- 
ials from Napanee show that 
there are larger numbers of ducks 
in the area. The separate flocks 
ore not as big as they were last 
year, Mr. Stewart said, but 
this means that there should be 
good hunting for a longer period 
time because the birds are not 
as highly concentrated,

Throughout the year careful stu- 
dies ore made to determine the 
size of the population of each 
species of game. A highly or- 
ganized network throughout 
North America brings in excell- 
ent information on the numbers 
of migratory birds. This network 
stretches from the Arctic to 
Mexico. Nesting sites are che- 
cked to find out how many young 
birds hatch each year and banding 
>perations keep track of the 
movements of all migratory birds. 
The information from their sur- 
veys is used to determine how 
nany birds of each species a hu- 
nter may take each day, and how 
nany he may have at any one 
time. Because their limits have 
een set during previous years 
she number of several species have 
increased so that the limits on 
hem are now less stringent. 
This year, for example wood ducks 
yave gone from a restricted bag 
imit to the normal bag limit. 
ed heads remain on a restricted 
imit but this has increased to 
hree per day. Canvas backs are 
till fairly rare, but by restrict- 
ng the daily limit to one bird, 
2nough will survive to increase 
heir numbers next year, so that 
n time, this limit might also be 
ncreased. It is very important 
hat the public should understand 
*his aspect of the conservation 
officers work, Mr. Stewart said 
recause they "rely very heavily 
on the co-operation of the public.' 
Nhen every hunter realizes that 
he aims of the officers are to 
safeguard their sport, not spoil 
it, then the work of the Napanee 
staff will be much easier.

the fish spawning runs, the 
angling season, the fish creel 
sensus - and back to duck 
hunting next fall. 

Another major project un- 
derway ar the moment is the 
Camden Lake goose sanctuary. 
The Napanee staff, especially 
P.B. Hogan, are supervising 
a flock of greater Canada 
geese on Camden Lake. The aim 
of this project is to build up 
the number of birds in the flack 
and to open a controlled hun- 
ting area. Because of this there 
will be no goose hunting in 
Camden Township this year, 
but there will be duck hunting. 
A TV special of this project 
is being filmed at present and 
will be shown in this area in 
September. The importance of 
this project explains why Mr. 
Hogan-has such a small terri- 
tory to patrol in comparison 
with the other conservation 


Another project which is 
still in the planning stage is 
the management of the Point 
Petre conservation area in 
Prince Edward County. This 
will be primarily a recreation 
area, but the plans also include 
controlled hunting. Mr. Ste- 
wart also pointed out that bec- 
ause of the type of work they 
do, all the conservation offic- 
ers work difficult hours. They 
have to be out at night, in the 
evenings and at weekends - 
the hours that hunters do not 
work, if they are to do their 
job properly. In addition they 
also run courses in hunter safety 
training (anyone applying for 
a hunting license for the first 
time must have passed this 
course), and give illustrated 
lectures on a variety of topics 
to schools and clubs. 

As Mr. Stewart said good- 
bye he again stressed the im- 
portance of public co-operation 
with the conservation officers, 
to ensure good hunting for fut- 
ure years and future generations.

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For instance, vitamin D 
added to the milk at a level of 
35.2 International Units per 
100 millilitres is fairly certain 
to ensure the prevention of 
rickets in children if milk is 
consumed in the recommended 
quontities. 

Nutritional anemia, aris- 
ing from lack of iron in the 
diet, is far more prevalent 
than many people realize, says 
Mr. Irvine. One recent U.S. 
survey puts the proportion of 
children showing symptoms of 
this disease at some stage of 
their life at over 40%. Incre- 
ased consumption of milk is not 
much help since it is a poor 
source of this nutrient. How- 
ever, if the level of the iron 
in milk could be increased, the 
problem might be solved. 

Methods of fortifying milk 
with iron have been developed 
which appear very promising. 
Some test marketing has been 
conducted in the midwestern 

United States. Ordinarily the 
addition of iron to milk causes 
the milk to develop an unpleas- 
ant oxidized flavor. However, 
the new technique of adding 
this element gives promise of 
overcoming the problem. For 
this reason, says Mr. Irvine, 
milk may once again improve 
its role as a source of nutrients 
ensuring better health and grow- 
th.

Rapee Pie 


There are many fine recei- 
pts for roast duck, but most of 
them differ only in the baste 
or glaze. Many mixtures are 
used to baste wild duck such 
as: honey and curry; soy, ginger 
and honey; orange juice honey 
and grand marmier; pineapple 
juice. 

For a different approach to 
a "dead duck" try the famous 
Acadian Dish Rapee Pie. 

"Boil 5 Ibs. black duck, 
chicken or rabbit in enough 
water to make 14 gal. of broth. 
The meat should not be com- 
pletely cooked. Remove the 
meat from the broth and break 
it up with a fork. Peel 12 large 
potatoes. Grate them and 

squeeze in a bag, letting the 
starchy water drain into a bowl. 
Allow this water to set. Drain 
off the clear liquid and add 
the starchy sediment to the 
grated potatoes. Pack tightly 
in a bowl and cover it for a 
few minutes with a cold, wet 
cloth. Place the potatoes and 
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3 onions, (raw, sliced) in a warm 
dish. Add the boiling broth 
gradually, beating constantly 
and season with 4 tsp. thyme - 
4 tsp. savory ond salt and pepper 
to taste. Put in a dish previously 
greased with hot melted lard, 
Place one layer of potatoes, 
one layer of hot meat and one 
layer of potatoes. Bake in a hot 
oven 500°for 10 minutes, then 
reduce the temperature to 300° 
for | hour. Grease the top with 


2 or 3 tsps. pure lard and brown . 
Serves 12,

New Prince Edward 
Development Plan 


The Design for Development 
which was recently sub- 


report 
mitted to Prince Edward Cou- 
nty councillors was prepared 
by Mr. William J. Duggan, 
The brief outlines various pro- 
posals for the future growth 
of the area. It recommends 
that a county wide plan be 
adapted as a matter of urge- 
ney, with specific support 
given to a planned populat- 
ion increase of 4,000 (20%) 
people over the next five 
years. The report includes 
several specific recommend- 
ations including a new centre 
for the Township of Amelias- 
burg, a definite plan for the 
future development of Bloom- 
field and Wellington, and 
specific proposals for defin- 
ition of recreation areas and 
development of the deep 
water harbour. 

The report also stressed 
that former Camp Picton should 
be developed as an indust- 
rial site, and that industries 
which utilize agricultural 
products should be encour- 
aged to locate in the county.
